Cosmos Told of 
Trinidad Riot 

Clive Gonslaves 
Addresses Club 
At Luncheon 



Clive Gonsalve» yesterday spoke 
to the Cosmopolitan Club at their 
weekly luncheon In the Union 
Music Room. A description of the 
Trinidad riols, which took place in 
1037. was the chief topic of discus- 
sion, following an introduction to 
Trinidad consisting of a description 
of the islatid country and its 
physiological nature. 

"The riots originated in the oil 
fields," stated the speaker, "and 
spread throughout the whole of the 
island including Port-of-Spain." 
The. speaker 'then discussed the 
causes of the riots. The oil well 
Uborers struck first,, refusing to 
work even when police forces were 
summoned. The feeling -of unrest 
spread to the sugar plantations and 
then to the railroads and the cities. 
"It was at Its worst on the sugar 
riantations," said Gonsalves. 

The speaker followed with a dis- 
cussion of how the riots were 
slopped and the measures taken by 
the Imperial Go\fernmcnt to pre- 
vent such oulbrcakj in the future 

Clive Gonsalves was born in 
Trinidad where he served in the 
Militia at the outbreak of the war. 
He is at present studying medicine 
at McGill and intends to practise 
in Trinidad and the West Indies 
after attaining his degree.

•The letter said of the Scholarships 
that their object is to encourage 
specially qualified Womèii 'and to 
provide an opportunity for them to 
observe the war time organization 
of the fields In which they arc psr- 
llcualarly Interested.

Sociological Society, 
Political Science Club 
Hold Joint Meeting 

Ihc theories of Karl Marx in the 
fields of Economics, Politics and 
Sociology will be discussed al a 
joint meeting of the Political 
Economy Club and the Sociological 
Society being held on Thursday at 
8.15 p.m. In the Union grill room. 
Short papers on each of the three 
topicis will be'read by students, and 
a period of discussion will follow. 

The economics of Marx are to be 
dealt with by Werner Schott, 
fourth year honours student, who 
plans to pay special attention to 
Marx's doctrines as they, may be 
applied to modem business' cycle 
theory.

"We hope to show at this meet- 
ing, from an entirely scientific and 
impartial s'.andpoint, how far 
some of thcic highly controversial 
Ideas have any practical meaning ui 
our own time; and of what use they 
may possibly, be to the contempor- 
ary; social scientist," he. added^-

Lambeck will attempt to point out 
the hnportance of symbolic logic 
and its various offsprings in filling 
this void..

In fact it is the 
only record available of what students and 
their friends have done while at college. 

The campus lifè section stresses the in- 
formality and day to day doings of the in- 
dividual student and professor.

The Women 



Amone the displays In the exhibition In 
the Union ballroom this week arc numer- 
ous pamphlets containing material on the 
struggle that the occupied countries arc 
waging against the enemy, and the work 
that they are doing in those countries that 
have not come under the Nazi domination. 
The Belgium women are. a case In point 
or the overwhelming hardships that the 
conquered nations have, and arc still un- 
dergoing, and they are a graphic Illustra- 
tion of the tremendous task we all must 
face In the post-war period. 

THE WOMEN OF BELGIUM 

The Women of Belgium, before 1940, 
lived in a land oi peace and plenty, where 
they had every oj)portunity for the de- 
velopment of arts and trades, and where 
social legislation on their behalf was the 
most progressive in the world. The magni- 
ficence of the Belgian laces is well-known; 
surrounded, materially, by Iho luxury 
crafts of their country; book-binding, in- 
tricate weaving, diamond cutting, fine 
wood-carving, and, spiritually, by the tran- 
quility and comfort of Ihcir homes, we 
find tho women of Belgium bringing up 
their children and living their lives use- 
fully and happily. 

But with the German invasion, hundreds of 
thousands of Belgian women fled before the 
storm. They. clogged the roads, 'often without 
food, their feet bleeding from long marches. 
Many were relentlessly machine-gunned by 
German alr<men and children were killed In 
their arms. Some were able to board trains, 
but in most cases they had to stay in con- 
tinually bombed coaches for five days and 
nights without being able to move and In the 
worst possible hygienic conditions. Those who 
survived the ordeal took montlis to recuperate. 

The German occupation means famine ana 
sickness. The Belgians have to line up for hours 
to get even so much as one egg. The otlicial 
rations arc Insufficient to keep body and soul 
together and even these arc often unobtain- 
able. Most women in occupied Belgium have 
lost from 20 to 40 pounds in weight, and 
authoriUes say that a quarter of the women 
and children will be wiped out in another two 
years of Nazi domination. 

Those who have managed to escape Belgium 
to the United Slates and England have become 
active in many fields. They operate sewing 
centres which work, not only for refugees, 
but also for Belgian prisoners of war In Ger- 
many. To-day, iB5 per cent, of the Belgium 
women in England work in munition factories 
or arc serving with the Red Cross or other in- 
stitutions connected with the war effort, such 
as the WAAF. A magazine, "Marine," is edited 
and nin by a feminine staff which providés 
reading material for the large Belgian mari-

Sinclair Lewis 

A Bioiad Defence 



Sinclah: Lewis Is sin enigma to 
the over-worked cuUure-cramimed 
college student. In tJte kaleidoscopic 
review of the novel he bursts upon 
us delighting us In our ignorance 
with his clearness, energy, purpose- 
ful outlines, and his obvious alms 
—not the usual subtle cunning 
thesis (so subtle that everyone dis- 
agrees as to the correct interpre- 
tation, so that the total character 
Is lost)— I have mentioned but a 
few of his appealing qualities — 
then, we arc again bewildered, frus- 
trated, as the intelligent, or at least 
some of the more atithorltative 'and 
opinionated adamantly declare that 
"he is not for the discerning," "he 
lacks depth." In horrified reaction, 
the student, all out for only the 
true, the good, and the beautiful, 
spurns Lewis for the pure artists 
whose works he can peruse in 
happy misunderstanding, imbibing 
the subtle undercurrents ot aes- 
thetic or social feeling via the 
medium of criticism, and so by 
using Uie timeworn excuses being 
again relieved of the responsibility 
ot thinking. 

Who is Lewis, what is he trying 
to do, in what measure has he suc- 
ceeded? The first two of these ques- 
tions I can answer. In the last I 
will rise to a spirited defence, and, 
if I am vociferously opinionated, at 
least I will try to dilute my eh' 
thusiasm, and even craftily support 
it with the words of tho wise. 

Lewis' vital statistics are, in the 
beginning, Americanly ordinary — 
common knowledge' to him of 
course being that he was Dorothy 
Thompson's lesser half. Unsuccess 
ful newspaper work was culminated 
by his refusal of the Pulitzer Prize 
in 1926, and In 1030 by the Nobel 
Prize tor "Babbit." Adequate vlUl 
ctatisUcs. 

What were his aims? Lewis at 
tempted the Impossible— to express 
in a novel the whole soul of a com- 
munity-Its diversity, beauty, vital 
Ity in a realistic and sensitive man- 
ner. In its very authenticity it 
would provoke tho criticism that it 
was sordid: but Lewis refused to 
accept this. For him the sensual, the 
lyrical, the' realistic, the true, the 
aesthetically valid, are inextricably 
combined. 

In "Babbit" and "Main Street," 
Lewis to some measure approxl 
mated his ideal. It has been said 
that in turning away from these two 
criticisms of life Lewis turned to 
criticisms of Institutions— from the 
soul of a whole community to single 
organizations and their besetting 
faults, in doing which, he began to 
document and argue and harangue. 
However, I am not qualified to do 
more than state this criticism. In 
my capacity as reader I am quail 
ficd to comment on "Babbit" and 
emphasize Lewis' positive qualities, 
his capabilities in theory and* prac- 
tice. "Babbit" may be mlsunder. 
stood, yet to any person not deter- 
mined to misunderstand it, I fail 
to see the book's incomprchenslbll' 
ity. Granted that Lewis not prlmar< 
ily a story teller, but an expositor 
who uses the narrative form. Yet I 
found tho story that he created in- 
teresting and well conceived, not 
simply a clotheshorse covered with 
the garments of his expository min^. 

I telt the life ot Zenith— as Bab* 
bitt drove to the Athletic Club tor 
lunch, in his militarized Sunday 
school experiment, his good fellows, 
the neighbors of Floral Heights, 
"the gang"— all of the fantastic dl 
verso and yet compcllingly real 
component forces of the American 
scene as recorded In "Babbitt." 
Zenith is real, as alive as Milwau 
kee. Grand Forks, or Bemidji, dis 
tilling the essence and tho material 
parts ot any .American small city, 
This is part ot its delight, it iS so 
absorbingly realistic, without tho 
realist's only too common tendency 
to the morbidly sordid. Zenith Is 
life — it with its Good Citizen's 
League. 100, per cent. Atnerlcans. 
stupidity, st8ndardlzaU0||i,. go-gct- 
tcrs, materialists, "narrow-mindad 
business men," Is life which sur- 
rounds, crushes, and regiments the 
individual, unless ; he withes to 
achieve a vegetative success. It 
ruins Individualists' or i)erson8 
broadminded, sensitive, such as 
Seneca Doane and Paul Relsltng. 

But in all fairness I must also re- 
cord some ot Lewis' faults. Tho 
chief one is said to be a Uek ot 
imagination. Ho portrays over and 
over again the lame places, the 
same incidents, the same characters. 
Rushing to his defence, 1 emphasize 
that Lewis was a realist. He paint-

calls that tHc task of student relief 
In. World War i, Involving the ex- 
penditure of several million dollars 
and affecting.. tens of thousands of 
students,' look' place in its entirety 
after the war. 

A process of international consul- 
tation on student relief after World 
War II Is under way. The Euro- 
pean Student Relief Fund has pre- 
pared an excellent document with 
reference to the task In Europe in 
the post-war period. This docu- 
ment. Is now being discussed by all 
affiliated committees abroad. A 
final statement will be prepared 
when all comments arc sent to 
Geneva. A similar document will 
prepared for .China and other 
parts of the world so that ultlmate- 
a program will be in mind for 
sections of the complex and 
i g h 1 y diversified undertaking 
known as World Student Beliet 

The European document is so 
sound and far-sighted that It can al- 
ready be assumed that many of its 
points wiU.be universally approved 
for the entire World Student Relief 
enterprise. .Accordingly, its general 
principles and methods of work are 
hfcre briefly, .summarized in terms 
of thç.\vorW task. ... 

. Generar Principles 
(1) Post-war student relief should 
be considered and planned as a con- 
tinuation of the relief work which 
has been conducted during the hos- 
lillties. 

(2Mbc .principle of Impartiality 
the £iving of relief should bo 
maintained. Only this principle has 
made it po«jbIc to work during the 
war In nwst belligerent countries. 

(3) As during the hostilities World 
Student Relief should endeavor to 
help students to need whenever and 

Whatever way required. It 
should be ready to give material, 
social and intellectual relief, the 
program being adopted to the spe- 
cific requirements in each conc/ele 
situation. 

(4) The same organizational col- 
laboration which has- operated so 
successfully during the war should 
be maintained during the post-war 
period. Besides .International Stu- 
dent Service, Pax Romana, and the 
World's Student Christian Federa- 
tion, the way. should be open for 
similar bodies to join, provided 
they accept (he general principles 
and can make a real contribution 
to the work. 

(5) World Student Relief should 
maintain its character as a private 
agency inspired by . the. ideal of 
student solidarity. This should not 
present its acting as an agency for 
the distribution of funds or other 
resources which governmental" 
relief bodies may wish to allocate 
to students, provided World Stu- 
dent Belief can retain its full inde 
pendence of action according to the 
principles stated above. 

Methods of Work 

(1) Internationally, the post-war 
relief program will be conducted 
under the supervision -of the Worli 
Student Relief Bxeeiitive Commit 
tee .in which all. affiliated organi 
zations should be adequately, rep 
resented. ■ 

(2) The work of the World Stu 
dent Relief should be as Indlvidii 
alized as possible so that each stu 
dent realizes the spiritual meaning 
expressed In the relief he receives. 

(3) The actual relief work, locally 
and nationally, should be entrusted 
as far as possible to university 
groups or individuals of the coun 
try concerned. In cooperation with 
international secretaries delegated 
by hcidquarters. 

In a number of cases, however, 
there will be a great need for qual 
if led relief workers coming from 
another country. In planning the 
distribution of foreign workers in 
various parts of the world, World 
Student Relief must take into ac- 
count the special psychology and 
the problems of each. country con 
cerned. The! type of -worker— na 
tionalily, conviction, training, etc.— 
must be closely adapted to the spe 
cial requirements of the field 
where he Is to serve. The partiel 
palion of carefully selqtcted and 
well-trained foreign workers can 
be of great educational value and 
can contribute to the re-establish- 
ment " of ' confident relations be- 
tween .unlvenlty people of rilff »r 
ent iiBt!onàlltics:'''^ut the cause oi 
international "cooperation may be 
harmed by the unwise intervention 
of foreigners . who,, not having tm 
dergonc thejsameltrlals, may find 
it difficult to adjust themselves 
the mentality of'thoso with whom 
they have To -dea'i. ' - * ' 
' (4)- The work of World Student 
Relief should b'è' coordinated with 
the large relief actions to be con- 
ducted throughout the world by 
govarnmental ' telieiE ai;encles, as 



well as with those of other organ- 
izations acting along similar lines. 
Types of Needs ' 

Something should be said about 
the types of needs which w-lll exist 
among students In the post-war 
period. While recognizing that there 
are changes In the situation which 
have yet to occur, one can say now 
that the work will fall naturally 
into two partsj the first, a period of 
emergency relief; and the second, 
a period of long-range relief. 

In the category of emergency re- 
lief will, be Included food, cloth- 
ing, housing, medical care— all in- 
volving huge sums and being prim- 
arily the . concern, .of government 
agencies. The specific . task of 
World Student Relief will be toi 
bring the needs of 'the university 
group to the attention of govern- 
mental relief organizations and to 
act as a specialized agency for the 
distribution of this type of emer- 
gency relief to students. 

In the category of long-range re- 
lief will be included such tasks as 
the reorganization of university lite, 
especially In terms of student ser- 
vices (student hostels^ student cen- 
ters as in China or foyers as' iii. Eu- 
rope, loan funds^-self-hélp pfdgràms, 
sanatoria, etc.).' Likewiso the re- 
equipment of the universities is a 
task In which World Student Re- 
lief can cooperate with other bodies. 

No discussion of student relief 
after the war -would be complete 
without cmphaslzlhg the paramount 
necessity of keeping student relief 
going now in the strongest possible 
way. As has been mentioned earl- 
ier, the post-war program will be 
predicated upon what has abeady 
been done by way of student rciicf. 
It is not too much to say that In 
many countries it will be condition- 
ed by it The surest way to Insure 
student relief in the future is to 
underglrd thé enterprise financially 
now, ' "
